Ra  watched  two 
machiaoe  skroak  by«  mere  blura  of 
blue-white  light.  Up  in  Ihe  oocffi 
pit,  Harter's  eyes  were  glued  to  the 
auxiliary  scope.  Forty  miles  away, 
five  of  the  sauc-eri  were  racing  be- 
hind the  bomber.  Suddenly,  the 
saucers  swerved,  heuded  straight 
for  the  B-2g.  Before  Harter  could 
move  the  controls,  an  incredible 
thing  happened.  The  onnishlng 
UFO's  slowed  to  the  bomber's 
speed.  For  10  seconds,  they  kept 
pace.  Then,  swiftly  picking  up 
speed,  the  unknown  machines 
pulled  off  to  one  side.  At  the  soma 
moment,  Harter  caught  tight  of  a 

huge  blip— a half-inch  spot  on  the 
•cor^.  Am-ted.  he  saw  the  moat 
fan^stie  thing  nf  all. 

Still  moving  at  more  than  5,000 
miles  an  hour,  the  smaller  craft 
merged  with  the  large  machine 
Instantly,  the  huge  blip  began  to 
accelerate.  It  flashed  across  Har- 
ter's scope  and  was  gone. 

The  meaning  of  what  they  had 
seen  was  Inescapable.  The  discs 
had  been  launched  from  a huge 
mother  ship  for  some  type  of  re- 
connaissance mission.  After  the 
B-29  was  sighted,  one  group  had 
been  diverted  for  a brief  observa- 
tion. Then,  flying  at  5,000  mph, 
they  had  boeii  taken  bark  aboard 
the  mother  ship.  It  was  almost  un- 
believable. But  the  radar  set  had 
been  working  perfectly,  and  the 
visuri  confirmation,  as  Bailey  and 
Ferris  saw  the  machines  flash  by, 
was  final,  absolute  proof.  Three 
separate  times,  saucers  had  been 
seen  exactly  where  the  three  ra- 
darscepes  showed  them.

The  ATtC  summary,  written 
by  the  pilot,  follows: 

"On  the  return  leg  from  Flor- 
ida to  Galveston,  Texas,  train- 
ing nussion,  natural-gas  burnings 
from  oil  refineries  on  the  Louisi- 
ana coast  were  noted.  To  check 
student  navigator's  celestial.  ! re- 
quested the  student  radar  to  turn 
on  the  scope,  which  had  been  off 
from  30  mile.s  W of  Tampa,  and  see 
if  he  could  pick  up  the  coast  there 
on  t.he  10i)-mUe  range.  After  the 
set  was  on  for  a sufficient  time  to 
wa.-m  up.  1 was  given  permission 
tn  turn  up  the  brilliance  on  the 
sux.  scope,  end  both  student  and  I 
checked  for  coastline  returns  and 
found  none.  At  this  time,  the  act 
had  not  been  enlibrated.  My  at- 
tention then  was  attracted  from 
the  scope  for  a period  of  time.  At 
0525  CST,  radar  called  for  my  at- 
tention to  the  .Wipe,  and  I first  not- 
ed small  bright  blips  returns,  ap- 
proximately 4.  with  no  spvciflc 
grouping  such  as  a radar  beacon 
transmits.  Azimuth  stabilization 
was  on.  As  the  sweep  rotated  one 
ravolution,  the  blips  movscl  SS 
across  the  seope.  more  than  one 
range  marker.

"Radar  stated  st  that  time  he  ' 
had  60-mils  range  on.  indicating  a 
movement  of  12-14  miles.  With 
each  successive  revolution,  the  i 
blips  continued  SE  to  a point  15- 
20  miles  from  the  ship  at  a bearing 
of  70  deg.  and  then  out  of  the 
scope.  At  150  deg.,  radar  gave  the 
instructor  flight  engineer  the  time 
and  distanre,  which  was  computed 
as  over  .4,000  mph.  These  groupings 
of  blips  occurred  for  about  5 min- 
utes and  speeds  were  recomputed.

' function.  He  did  this  speedily,  and 
when  he  scanned  the  scope  once 
more,  the  blips  reappeared  moving 
SE  across  the  scope.  1 called  off  two 
separate  blipa  track  and  position 
in  relation  to  the  aircraft  by  the  I 
clock  system  over  Interphone  of  } 
the  ship,  and  ns  they  passed  at  3 
o’clock,  the  instructor  '‘ngineer 
visibly  saw  a blue-bright  white 
flame  go  from  front  to  rear  under 
our  wing.  Contact  was  broken  off  , 
at  0535  after  a group  nf  the  blips 
merged  Into  a Vi-inch  curved  arc 
about  30  miles  from  our  aircraft  at 
320  deg.  and  proceeded  across  the  i 
scope  and  off  it  at  n computed 
speed  of  over  9.000  mph.  At  all 
times  during  the  contact,  the  air- 
craft was  level  and  stable,  the 
weather  was  clear,  not  a cloud  in 
the  sky,  and  visibility  wa.s  excel- 
lent. There  was  a full  moon,  giving 
excellent  water  reflection.  The  air- 
craft was  flying  long-range  cruise 
at  the  time.  Radar  checked  the 
blips  at  all  scan  tilt  angles  full  up 
and  down  end  didn't  lose  the  blips 
until  the  scanning  antenna  was 
pointed  down.  One  group  of  blips 
. after  Uie  scope  was  calibrate 
were  noted,  after  moving  from  330 
deg.  to  ISO  deg.  across  the  scope, 
to  arc  about  and  swing  in  behind 
us  at  approximately  30  miles  and 
maintain  speed  and  distance  lor 
approximately  10  sc>cnnds  and  then 
disappear."
